Warren Hurt 

Governor Warren was deeply 
wounded and indignant, and none 
doubts the sincerity of his anger. 
Few, if any, believed he was him- 
self involved, but they were dis- 
turbed by how his office might 
have been used, without his 
knowledge and consent, had not 
the tall Tennessean hung the 
soiled political linen on the line. 

The governor is strongly sup- 
porting Senator Russell as are all 
those who were. and are, in the 
rackets. The senator. to be sure, 
has not made any statement of 
appreciation of administration 
support, but has, of . course, 
strongly condemned the rackets. 

Senator Kefauver, in a sensible 
attempt to keep the people re- 
minded of the rackets. has said 
he is not running against Senator 
Russel! in Florida, but against the 
underworld—since it is so strongly 
against him. He thinks, with rea- 
son, this is a helpful issue. It 
does add to the spice of the cam- 
paign. Certainly Senator Russell, 
who is almost an ascetic among 
politicians, will kick the rackets 
as hard as anyone else. And this, 
too, is wel] known.

Here the driver may request an audience 
before a member of the patrol designated 
as a hearing officer and request that his 
license be returned for a specific purpose, 
such as “business only.” 

Automatic suspensions go to drivers 
who fail to report within 10 days at patrol 
headquarters any auto accident where a 
person is killed, injured or property dam- 
age is $50 or more. This report must be 
filed on form “SR-13,” even though local 
officers investigate the accident. 

Troopers are authorized under the law 
to pick up the driver's license and all auto 
registration and license plates of those 
who fail to post security following an acci- 

dent. In the event the owner is not driv- 
reports ina ing, the patrol seizes the license of the 
driver and the registration of the owner. 

No further action can be taken until 
the driver posts a bond with patrol head- 
quarters to cover property damage or per- 
sonal injury resulting from the accident. 
This bond can run as high as $11,000 and 
is turned over to the state treasurer until 
claims are disposed of.

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Russell Demonstrates the Difference 


It is a fine thing for Sen. Richard B. 
Russell to be making a good, dignified, strong 
campaign on a national basis. For him to do 
so dispels the supposition held by many that 
the South believes it cannot see one of its 
citizens nominated. 

It also allows Senator Russell to do the 
South a service in demonstrating the dif- 
ference between a Democrat and a Dixiecrat.

Senator Russell feels that the problem of 
employment and discrimination because of 
color, race, religion or national origin must 
be met without federal police. So do we. 
So, we believe, does any thoughtful person, 
including those of the groups affected. 

No real American can oppose the objec- 
tive—the right of all citizens to obtain a job 
without discrimination because of color, race, 
religion or national origin.’ 

But to say we will attain that end with 
federal police and fiat is quite another mat- 
ter. There must be a new and different ap- 
proach.

Do We Punish 
Or Do We Reform? 


The New Jersey and Michigan prison riots, 
with their cminous implications, have sent us 
to the files for a story from the New York 
Times outlining a noted penologist’s views on 
the prison problem. 

Speaking in March to the Middle Atlantic 
States Conference on Correction, Dr. J. P. 
Shalloo, sociologist at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, described our penal system as a 
preposterous one in which offender and com- 
munity both lose. He said that the system 
needs complete reconstruction and revision. 


This student of crime and punishment said 
the trouble is we can’t seem to make up our 
minds whether we want to punish the of- 
fenders or to rehabilitate them. 


So far the weight seems to be on the side 
of punishment, for very few institutions are 
built for rehabilitation. In fact, according to 
Dr. Shalloo, there are some penitentiaries in 
which family welfare divisions, social case 
workers and other innovations in psychiatric 
treatment are “distinctly unwelcome.” 

Absence of escapes and riots and opera- 
tion within the budget are not x1ecessarily 
indications of how good a job an institution 


is doing, he warned. The real test is the rate 


of “recidivism” from the institution. 

What he means is that the real measure of 
a prison’s success or failure is how many of 
the men whom it releases return to crime. 

At the same meeting, the conference presi- 
dent, a New Jersey parole officer by the way, 
called for a revamping of thinking in every 
area of the correction process, charged that

Georgia Farmers Today 
Are Better Businessmen 


Modern farming in Georgia is not the agri- 
culture of the acre of land and a mule. To 
purchase and equip an average-size farm 
requires about 80 per cent more money today 
than in 1920 and 180 per cent more than 
in 1940. 

Authority for this, statement, J. W. Fan- 
ning, chairman of the division of agricul- 


_ tural economics at the State College of Agri- 


culture, says that the majority of this is 
coming through the increase ‘in the value of 
farm land and buildings. However, much 
of it has come ‘through an increase in the 
amount of working capital. 

The economist points out that the average 
farmer had 84 per cent of his investment tied 
up in fixed capital and only 16 per cent in 
working capital in 1920. By 1950 the aver- 
age farmer had 69 per cent of his investment 
in fixed capital and 31 per cent in working 
capital. 

Looking at it from the standpoint of the 
economist or the layman, it would appear 
that the Georgia farmer is becoming a bet- 
ter businessman with a keener understand- 
ing of the efficient management of capital 
investment. The results are reflected in con- 
tinued rise in agricultural income in the state.

And now, among Democrats, 
New York sets before us a multi- 
millionaire. Averell Harriman 
has gone through a transforma- 
tion familiar often in sons of 
great fortunes.

He is reported to be tak- 
ing elocution lessons to get away 
from his discomfiture on the plat- 
form—the platform being the 
politician's. primary equipment 
and, if the truth be told, about 
all that some ever had, and some 
of the. latter went far. 

Gov. Alfred M. Landon of Kan- 
sas, when he was tapped to take 
on Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1936, 
also took some lessons in speak- 
ing. Those of us who trooped 
about with him as reporters can 
remember how his entourage, ad- 
visers, handlers, speech writers, 
and the like, were wont ‘to sit 
around in their drawing rooms 
after one of his platform per- 
formances discussing the latest 
such event. Finally, one hopeful 
spirit would venture: 

‘Well, I believe he did a little 
better tonight.’’ 

Alf, as his friends called him, 
was in truth no great shakes as 
a rabble-rouser, especially 
matched against F. D. R. But 
that probably was not his prin- 
cipal handicap. .He was: just on 
the wrong side of the argument 
that year.

Is Stevenson 


Open for Draft? 


WASHINGTON— 


Despite the effort of Gov. 


Adlai Stevenson of Illinois to take himself out 
of the race for the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, there is a growing feeling that he’ may yet emerge as the 


party standard bearer. 


Talk of drafting him for the party prize 


continues in the face of his recent statement that he will not be a 
candidate for the presidency ‘‘this summer.” . 


One thing that gives encour- 
agement to this view is the, re- 
fusal of the Illinois man to say 


that he would not accept a draft . 


for the nomination. . Since his 
statement of renunciation he has 
been hard pressed to say whether 
or not he would accept the nomi- 
nation if drafted by the national 
convention. Thus far he has 
steadfastly declined to commit 
himself on that proposition. 


As some astute observers 
size up the situation, Stevenson 
would make himself available 
for such a draft if the Repub- 
licans, meeting in convention 
first, nominate Senator Taft of 
Ohio. It is reasoned that he 
would decline to run if Gen- 
eral Eisenhower is the GOP 
nominee. 


In an interview just given the 
United States News & World Re- 
port, the Illinois governor has ex- 
pressed himself as believing that 
foreign policy is the principal 
issue of the day. ‘“‘I would view 
with the utmost misgiving,’’ he 
said, “‘any indication that Amer- 
ica was wobbling or indecisive. 
The continuity of our . general 
postwar policy of resistance to 
Soviet pressure is the best and 
only hope of national security 
and. peace.” 

He went on to say that he re- 
garded Senator Taft’s voting rec- 
ord on international matters as 
‘fraught with what I regard as 
grave peril to the future of the 
United States, and I would not 
expect that the American voter 
would be swayed by any other 
than this legitimate concern.” 

He does not feel that the con- 
tinuity of our foreign polity would 
be disturbed by Eisenhower. 
Hence the assumption that he 
would consent to be the nominee 
against Taft, but avould. be less 


tempted by a draft if General Ike ° 


is the Republican candidate. 


Another thing that points to a 
Stevenson draft is the position 
administration forces find them- 
selves in by having no candidate 
to support. He had been looked 
on as the White House favorite 
after President Truman’s abro- 


gation of any third-term plans. 
Now, with no candidate to rally 
around, the President's sup- 
porters may yet get back to him 
and seek to have the governor 
change his mind. 

Talk is being revived of a ticket 
made up of Governor Stevenson 
and Senator Russell of Georgia, 
who is expected to go to the con- 
vention with practically the solid 


backing of Southern delegations. 
By teaming up in a program of 
the kind, the Russell and admin- 
istration forces could easily con- 
trol the situation. Mr. Truman 
will still be able to carry a tre- 
mendous influence with the con- 
vention, even though he is not a 
candidate for renomination. 

The more Eastern Democrats 
see and hear Governor.Stevenson 
the more they apparently want 
him. He stole the show at the 
Averell Harriman_ testimonial 
dinner in New York the other 
day. This feeling seems to be 
shared by many influential party 
leaders in the Middle West. They 
think he not only would make a 
good president but a- tremen- 
dously strong candidate, 

The fact that he has sought to 
take himself out of the race is 
not necessarily final. Much may 
depend on what the Republicans 
do. He could be the nominee yet.

Cox, Cook 
Wage Quiet 
Vote Battle 


(Editor’s Note: This is another 
story on congressional races in 
Georgia. The writer is no relation 
of one of the candidates, although 
they have the same name.)

“Judge’’ Cox, as he is known 
in the district, is doing little cam- 
paigning himself, but supporters. 
are carrying out a person-to-per- 
gon campaign. 

Cox supporters say he has little 
to worry about from Cook. He is 
not expected to visit the district 
more than once before the pri- 
mary May 14. 

Supporters point out he has been 
seriously ill and has much pressing 
business in Washington as head of 
the important House rules com- 
mittee. 


BTANDS ON RECORD 


The challenger from Tifton has 
set a vigorous campaign platform 
calling for aid to farmers and vet- 
erans but Judge Cox is standing 
pat on his record. Cox has at- 
tracted a lot of attention as an 
anti-New Deal lawmaker in Wash- 
ington and feels his record speaks 
for itself. 

Cox supporters expect the con- 
gressman to defeat Cook by a wide 
margin, but they are not saying 
just how much. They apparently 
do not consider the Tift farmer a

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Millions of Americans are asking why negotia- 
tions in the steel labor dis pute have stalled. 


The chief reason is that the union refuses to 
budge an inch from its demand for the full pack- 
age of Wage Stabilization B o a'r d recommenda: 
tions. 


Under these recommendations the union wants 
the highest increase in wages and in fringe bene- 
fits in the industrv’s history. And in addition it 
wants the power to force every man who works in 
the mills to join the union. 


On its part the industry, faced with demands 
which would lift H#s costs more than $1 billion an- 
nually. wants the Covernment to grant fair and rea- 
sonable price relief to comnensate for increased 
costs. And it opposes the compulsory union shop. 


How Prices Stand 


It is important to set the record straight on one 
point. The steel companies have never asked nor 
“insisted” on a price increase of S12 a ton. Thev 
have asked only for fair and equitable treatment on 
prices, if labor costs advanced. 


The figure of $12 a ton would be the ultimate 
cost to the companies if the inflationary increases 
recommended bv the Wage Stabilization Roard be- 
come effective. How is that figure reached? 


The direct employment costs to the companies of 
the W. S. B. reeommendations would be 30 cents an 
hour per emplovee or $6 a ton. There have been 
five earlier rounds of wave increases and other 
costly henefits since V. J. Day. In each of them the 
cost of goods and services the steel companies must 
buv wert up by nearly the same amount as the in- 
crease This time that would add another $6 in 
cost a ton or $12 in all. 


The revenue of the steel industry is simply not 
adequate to permit it to “ahsorb” a further cost in- 
crease of 56 a ton or more without a compensating 
price increase. 


The comnanies had hoped to help check infla- 
tion by holding the line on both prices and wages. 
However. the W. S. B. reeommendations shattered 
that hope. 


The Price Administrator has said an increase of 
only about $5 a ton will be allowed. The companies 
were entitled to this inerease under the Capehart 
Amendment to cover increased costs hetween the 
outbreak of fiehting in Korea and July 26, 1951, 
prior to anv demands for wage increases. In the in- 
terest of stabilization no request for this increase 
was ever made by the industry.

steel Wage Disputes are Stalled 


A Report To The American Public 


Some in Washington cite the income of steel com- 
panies before taxes as alleged proof that they can 
absorb more than a $1 billion in added costs. But 
the effect of that absorption would be to reduce 
taxes by two-thirds of a billion. 


The loss in taxes would have to be made up by 
action of Congress to increase taxes. If not that, 
then by Government borrowing, or bv the printing 
of new money. This would be inflation pure and 
simole. 

That is why the taxpavers and consumers of 
America will bear a large share of the cost of the 
W. S. B. inflationary recommendations. 


The Union Shop 


Another hig stumbling block to agreement be- 
tween the companies and the union is the compul- 
sory union shop endorsed by the W. S. B. Under 
the union shop no man, not a member of the union, 
could work in the mills. 


The companies helieve it wrong to interfere in 
anv respect with an individual’s decision as to 
whether he will or will not join a union. 


The Broader Issues 


The controversv has created grave economic 
and constitutional issues more important by far 
than the immediate dispute in steel. These will not 
he settled quickly or easily, but settled they must 
he hecanse— 


If the Government can arbitrarily seize the steel 
mills. the property of nearly one million citizens, 
stockholders of the steel companies— 


If it can impose an inflationary wage increase— 


If it can confiscate private income by setting 
prices in ruthless disregard of the needs of the in- 
dustry to meet huge cost increases— 


If it can force compulsory unionism on work- 
ers— 

Then our American heritage of human liberty, 
the rights of individuals, the right to own property, 
the freedom to work — even freedom of the press— 
are gravely imneriled.

_ The poeticized “heap o’ livin’ which, it is said, is needed to 
make a house a home, has been piled up by the new YWCA building 
on Edgewood Ave. by 50 years of being in the center of things in 
Atlanta. | 

The new YW building, officially opened artd ‘‘warmed’’ last week, 
is gleaming and unmarred by the footsteps of time and Atlanta citi- 
zens but it must be lived in, all right. At least it has been the spiritual 
dwelling place for many generations of Atlanta women. 


A 


The YWCA has been close to the hearts of Atlanta women for 
50 years and, in one building or another, has seen a lot of living in 
Atlanta. 


When the YW first opened—at 6'2 Whitehall St. in 1902—the 
town was a very much smaller and quieter place. The streets did 
not swarm with laughing, jostling crowds of white collar girls. In 
fact, when the YW undertook classes for young women stenography 
received no more emphasis than millinery and tucking and hem- 
stitching. 

But country girls and girls from smalltown were even then look- 
ing for opportunities to work and feeling the first twinges of a yearn- 
ing for equal rights and equal opportunities. The YW was not estab- 
lished as a hotbed of suffragism, of course, but it gave those early 
career women their first foothold in the business world. 


In 1904 the YWCA opened a boarding home at 141 Spring St. to 
‘aid and protect’”’ girls on small salaries seeking their fortune in the 
big city. One room was reserved for Travelers Aid needy at 25 cents a 
night. Hot baths were 10 cents and cold ones free. 


It was a period of progress certainly. The Carnegie library 
opened, the Terminal Station was completed, Piedmont Park was 
purchased by the city, the Municipal Auditorium opened and the 
Metropolitan Opera gave its first Atlanta performance. 

But the Atlanta YWCA fencing team met the Savannah fencing 
team at Marist college and sponsors of the event would permit no 
men to witness this unmaidenly athletic event. And Miss Ann Mitch- 
ell, of 239 Peachtree Circle, as president of the YWCA, faced the 
grave problem of determining whether gentlemen should use the 
YWCA lunchroom. 


What a far cry from World War II days when girls serving in the 
military service rushed to the YWCA to wash and press their uni- 
forms, when it was considered routine to have a serviceman dasb in 
and ask permission to press his pants for a date! 


The YWCA weathered the depression of the 30’s with Atlanta 
“women. Camps were built, a Negro branch was added during the 
prosperous years of the 20’s but when the 30’s came loans were made 
to business girls, and a day school was established for unemployed 
girls. And in 1938 when the country was getting back on its feet eco- 
nomically, the YWCA set the town to reeling socially by sending out 
invitatiens to a dinner dance. 

A “‘heap o’ livin’ ” preceded the present fine new YWCA build- 
ing as far as most Atlanta women are concerned it has won its 
rating as a home.

Odorous Onion Called 
Rose Among the Roots 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


There is a rose among roots that is al] too frequently overlooked 
in helping to make good food taste better. 


It’s the onion. 


Onions belong to the lily family and of all the lilies of the field 


none has had a longer and-more honorable history. Gourmets of all. 


ages and races have delighted in the flavors that this odoriferous bulb 


gives to hundreds of famous dishes. 


The ways of an onion on a 
stove and with a cook means 
wonderful flavor possibilities in 
e very thing 
from appetiz- 
ers through 
every course 
to dessert. 

Onions with- 
out tears is a 


matter of 
wise han- 
dling. Always peel dried onions 
from the root toward the top. A 
thin slice will sever the small 
rootlets*sand release the first and 
second layers of the bulb. 

If they are not too dry or 
haven’t begun to wither from 
storage in a warm place, the sil- 
very or bronze brown paper-thin 
sheath is all you have to remove, 

When cooking with onions, 
don’t be naive enough to think 
one variety is suitable for all 
uses. Consider the recipe and 
choose the most adaptable onion 
out of those available: 

Red Spanish are best for bak- 
ing. There is so much steam in 
the oven from the natural moist- 
ness that a mild onion would be 
almost flavorless when done. 


MILD ONIONS BEST 

White mild onions are best 
used raw in salads. The sweet 
purple Italian onion also is good 
for this use and adds so much 
color to the salad bowl. 

Yellow Spanish and Bermuda 
onions are a good choice to bake 
stuffed. 

Size is important for baking, 
particularly if they are to be the 
main dish: The shell has to be 
firm, yet leave enough room to 
hold a goodly serving of what- 
ever is to be the stuffing. 


SIX VARIATIONS 

Use small white, uniformly 
sized white onions for creaming 
or for cream soups. 

New ways with onions we espe- 
cially like are these: 

1, Tiny creamed onions served 


with, broiled steak rather than 
the customary French fried ones. 


2. Cooked whole onions, heated 
in sour cream and dusted with 
nutmeg, just before’ serving 
with roast chicken, 

3. Large thick onion slices 
broiled on one side, turned and 
brushed with melted butter, then 
covered with grated Parmesan 
cheese to finish broiling. 


4. Scalloped sliced onions and 
sliced apples, well seasoned and 
sprinkled with brown sugar, to 
be served with a pork-loin roast. 

5. Crispy fried tomato slices 
served with onion cream gravy. 

6. Baked bean sandwiches with 
plenty of chopped onion added 
to the filling.

Ed 
Felton Had Answer 
For $64 Question 


When he had a band, they 
called the 230-pounder Unhappy 
Felton, because he was a wor- 
rier for good and sufficient rea- 
sons. He fretted about business, 
he was unhappy about the band’s 
arrangements, he was _ contin- 
uously plagued by. ‘‘clinkers” 
sounded by the brass section. 

“Happy was hardly a Tos- 
canini,’”? recalls Ray Bloch, ‘‘but 
he was always a nice guy, and 
he was resourceful.”’ 

Felton is not so sure. ‘For 
eight days in a row, I went to 
Paul Whiteman’s office to get a 
job in his band. On the ninth 
day, his secretary told me Mr.
